U.ird for the rights or otlic-ra. There 
an: in this country Gome labor unions 
which have habitually aud other labor 
unions which have often been among 
the most effective agents in working 
fur good citizenship and for uplifting 
the condition of those whose welfare 
should be closest to our hearts. But 
when any labor union seeks improper 


ther djscrimlnatc for nor discriminate 
against nonunion men who are in Its 
employment or who seek co be em- 
ployed under It. Moreover, It Is a very 
grave impropriety for government em- 
ployees to bJmd themselves together 
for the purpose of extorting Improperly 
high salaries from the government. 
Especially is this true of those within 
the classified service. Tbe letter car- 
riers, both municipal and rura.1, are as 
a whole ua excellent body oC public 
servants. They should be amply paid. 
But their payment mnet be obtained 
by arguing their claims fairly and hon- 
orably before the congress and not by 
banding together for the defeat of 
those congressmen who refuse to. give 
promises which tbey cannot in. con- 
science give. The administration has 
taken steps to prevent and punish, 
abuses of tMs nature, but it. -will, be 
wise for the congress to supplement 
thig action by legislation.

terstate commerce Is peculiarly the 
Held of the general government. It is 
an absurdity to expect to eliminate the 
abuses in great corporations by state 
action. It is difficult to be pntJent with 
nn argument that snch matters should 
be left to the states, because more tban 
one state pursues the policy of creat- 
ing on easy terms corporations which, 
are never operated within that state 
at all, tut In other states whose laws 
they ignore. The national soremraent 
alone can deal adeqnately wltli these 
great corporations.
